JSP  CHAIRMAN  ASUKATA  CONFERS  WITH  KIM  IL-SONG 
Tokyo  SHAKAITO  in  Japanese  Jul  78  pp  133-137 

[Summary  of  conversation  between  President  Kim  Il-song  and  Chairman  Asukata, 
13  May  78] 

[Text]  Affirmation  of  Common  Struggle 

A  Japan  Socialist  Party  (JSP)  delegation,  headed 
by  Ichio  Asukata,  made  its  fifth  visit  to  North 
Korea  and  conferred  with  President  Kim  11— song  in 
suburbs  of  Pyongyang  on  13  May .  From  beginning  to 
end  the  talk  was  conducted  in  a  friendly  manner 
and  lasted  about  3  hours,  including  a  lunch  in 
between.  The  content  of  the  talk  is  as  follows: 

President  Kim  Il-song:  Thank  you  for  visiting  our  country  so  soon  after . 
successfully  concluding  the  Socialist  Party  Convention.  I  believe  this  is 
indication  of  the  deep  trust  between  our  two  parties. 

Chairman  Ichio  Asukata:  We  appreciate  the  congratulatory  message  you  sent 
to  the  party  convention.  We  are  grateful  for  having  been  invited  to  the 
beautiful  Democratic  People's  Republic  of  Korea.  At  the  meeting  with  your 
vice  president  there  was  complete  agreement  between  the  policies  of  our  two 

parties . 

We  will  intensify  our  opposition  to  the  Japan-South  Korea  treaty,  the 
[U.S. -Japan]  security  pact  and  fight  for  the  withdrawal  of  U.S.  military 
bases.  We  oppose  views  such  as  "cross  recognition,"  or  joining  the 
United  Nations,"  which  are  maneuvers  to  fabricate  "Two  Koreas,'  and  we  wi 
attempt  to  overcome  the  Japan-South  Korea  alliance  in  the  Diet  as  we  as 
outside  the  Diet.  We  will  do  our  utmost  to  fight  for  our  struggle,  includ¬ 
ing  the  withdrawal  of  American  troops  from  Okinawa.  Let  our  two  parties 
cooperate  in  the  struggle. 
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President  Kim:  I  am  grateful.  The  Socialist  Party  has  been  giving  active 
support  for  the  struggle  of  the  people,  and  I  am  happy  that  we  share  the 
same  views  in  advancing  our  common  struggle. 

For  Japan's  autonomy,  I  believe  the  policy  of  the  Socialist  Party  Convention 

is  correct.  Not  only  do  Japanese  and  Koreans  demand  independence,  but 

so  do  people  of  the  entire  world.  Where  do  you  find  a  man  who  wants  to 

be  subjugated  and  controlled?  It  is  natural  for  one  to  demand  his  own 

independence.  Who  is  preventing  this?  It  is  the  U.S.  imperialists  who 

are  preventing  the  Koreans  and  Japanese  from  getting  their  independence.  , 

This  is  why  we  are  carrying  on  a  common  struggle. 

It  was  natural  for  you,  Chairman  Asukata,  to  have  upheld  at  your  party  » 

convention  the  policy  to  win  genuine  freedom  and  independence  by  breaking 
loose  from  U.S.  imperialists'  control. 

I  am  pleased  that  you  feel  there  is  complete  agreement  [between  your  party 
and]  our  party  representatives.  From  the  day  you  [and  your  party]  came  to 
visit  [North  Korea]  I  did  not  doubt  that  our  views  were  in  agreement.  This 
is  because  we  have  been  traditionally  friendly.  It  is  through  traditional 
friendship  and  solidarity  that  we  support  and  help  one  another  and  learn 
from  each  other. 

The  representatives  of  both  parties  gathered  in  a  hall  and  between  two 
parties  there  was  nothing  that  we  could  not  understand. 

(Our  hope)  is  that  the  Japanese  Government  will  break  loose  from  the  U.S. 
Government's  control.  This  is  your  urgent  struggle,  and  it  is  also  our 
common  desire. 

I  think  that  if  Japan  were  to  take  an  independent  course,  break  loose  from 
the  control  of  the  U.S.  Government  and  stand  together  with  the  Third  World 
nations,  it  can  assist  the  Third  World  countries  because  it  is  technological¬ 
ly  superior,  and  I  believe  that  the  Third  World  can  contribute  (to  Japan) 
with  their  industrial  raw  materials. 

Since  Japan  is  economically  advanced,  is  it  not  true  that  it  can  sustain 
itself  adequately  without  being  threatened  by  the  United  States?  To  be 
burdened  with  U.S.  imperialism  is  much  like  being  burdened  with  a  patient 
afflicted  with  "om"  (scabies — a  contagious  skin  disease  caused  by  scabies 
worms).  "The  worms"  in  the  stomach  must  be  removed.  Because  the  Japanese 
Government  is  burdened  by  the  danger  called  U.S.  imperialism,  we  end  up 
hating  both  Japan  and  U.S.  imperialism,  don't  we?  If  Japan  were  to  take 
an  independent  course,  she  would  be  welcomed  by  the  Third  World. 

Japan  is  an  island  nation  and  depends  on  other  countries  for  many  natural 
resources.  The  only  path  Japan  should  take  is  to  stand  together  with 
the  people  of  the  Third  World  and  help  them  with  their  technical  know-how. 

If  there  is  an  identity  of  interests  [between  Japan  and  the  Third  World] , 

Japan  does  not  have  to  be  burdened  with  the  United  States,  does  it? 
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The  Japanese  reactionaries  believe  that  they  cannot  survive  unless  they 
support  U.S.  imperialism,  but  this  is  not  so.  Your  party  should  adhere  to 
■  independence  and  stand  together  with  the  peoples  of  the  Third  World  and  the 
progressive  people  of  the  world.  ( 

Every  nation  in  the  world  maintains  that  South  Korea  is  a  puppet,  except  the 
governments  of  the  United  States  and  Japan.  A  puppet  is  a  puppet. 

Even  if  one  were  to  deny  this,  who  would  believe  it  when  people  the  world 
over  consider  [South  Korea]  as  a  puppet  government?

There  are  some  who  try  to  include  the  puppet  government  of  the  South  as  a 
member  of  the  nonalined  [nations] ,  but  the  South  cannot  even  get  near  the 
*  front  gate  of  the  nonalined  movement.  Peoples  of  the  world  know  that  the 
South  is  a  U.S.  puppet.  In  my  opinion,  it  is  unreasonable  that  some 
Japanese  Government  [officials]  say  that  the  South  is  not  a  puppet. 

We  are  not  attacking  the  Japanese  Government.  The  Japanese  Government  is 
unable  to  withstand  the  pressures  from  the  United  States,  and  thus  it  takes 
the  stance  that  it  does.  I  think  that  through  you,  the  [Japanese]  people 
are  awakening,  and  I  think  it’s  just  a  matter  of  time. 


Naturally,  I  feel  that  it  will  take  time  to  abrogate  the  Japan-Korea  treaty. 
But  you  must  carry  on  by  upholding  justice. 


Fabrication  of  two  Koreas  is  an  American  strategic  policy.  The  U.S.  attempt 
to  give  freedom  to  travel  [to  the  DPRK]  is  also  aimed  at  "cross-recognition. 
Carter  has  been  undertaking  human  rights  diplomacy,  but  the  country  where 
suppression  of  human  rights  is  most  serious  is  South  Korea.  In  the  South, 
a  person's  head  is  cut  off  by  a  mere  mention  of  the  word  'unification.  Are 
Christians  communists?  When  Christians  oppose  Pak  Chong-hui,  they  are 
suppressed  as  communists.  If  South  Korea  is  democratized,  (North  and  South) 
can  be  unified. 


First  Democratize  South  Korea 


We  will  not  force  a  socialist  system  on  South  Korea.  They  need  not  oppose 
our  system.  It  is  all  right  to  leave  the  two  systems  as  they  are. 

Democratization  is  not  simple.  Oppression  [in  South  Korea]  is  severe — even 
Christians  cannot  express  (their  own  views) ,  and  therefore  people  remain 
completely  ignorant.  In  order  to  awaken  the  South  Korean  people,  it  is 
necessary  to  convey  the  voice  of  democratization  [to  them]  via  Japan. 

People  listen  to  Japanese  broadcasts  and  read  newspapers.  By  spreading 
the  cries  of  democratization  of  the  South  via  Japan,  the  common  struggle 
can  be  expanded. 

If  South  Korea  becomes  democratized,  tension  in  Korea  will  disappear.  In 
my  opinion,  a  war  will  not  occur  immediately.  This  is  because  the  United 
States  is  not  in  condition  to  start  (a  war) . 
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After  the  United  States  was  defeated  in  the  Korean  War  and  the  Vietnam  War, 
American  youths  [began  to]  use  opium  [i.e.,  narcotics]  and  are  now  unable 
to  fight  a  war. 


It  appears  that  President  Carter  is  most  unpopular  of  all  past  American 
presidents.  According  to  American  magazines,  75  percent  of  the  people 
supported  him  in  the  beginning,  but  currently  the  support  [for  Carter]  does 
not  even  come  to  40  percent.  Even  in  the  area  of  diplomacy,  he  is  backing 
away  from  the  withdrawal  of  [troops]  from  South  Korea;  human  rights  diplomacy 
is  a  complete  failure;  negotiations  with  the  Soviets  on  nuclear  arms  limi¬ 
tation,  as  well  as  problems  in  the  Middle  and  Near  East,  have  not  been 
resolved.  His  only  accomplishment  is  the  Panama  Canal  issue.  His  prestige 
has  fallen  and  his  relationship  with  Congress  is  poor.  If  this  is  the  case, 

I  do  not  believe  he  can  work. 


He  also  says  that  "the  withdrawal"  from  South  Korea  will  be  accomplished  in 
a  5-year  period,  but  this  is  a  lie. 

We  must  continue,  to  censure  American  military  exercises.  As  far  as  the 
actual  exercises  are  concerned,  it  is  like  hitting  an  empty  can  to  chase 
away  sparrows  and  does  not  amount  to  much.  They  do  serve  to  frighten  the 
South  Korean  people,  however. 

The  United  States  is  concerned  about  two  things.  First,  because  Pak's 
suppression  is  continuing,  people  may  rebel  and  in  the  end  a  rebellion  or 
revolution  may  occur  and  it  thinks  if  that  happens,  the  DPRK  might  get 
involved.  Its  second  concern,  however,  is  the  difficulty  in  supporting 
the  "Pak  regime."  Thus,  even  if  they  tried  to  replace  Pak  it  is  not  easy. 
The  U.S.  situation  is  such  that  it  cannot  let  go  of  the  "tiger's  tail"  nor 
continue  to  hold  on  to  it .  This  is  why  it  is  putting  up  a  bold  front  and 
making  threats. 


B-52's  are  coming  to  South  Korea  from  Okinawa  to  practice  bombing.  Even 
last  year  there  were  28  such  exercises.  The  threat  is:  Since  the 

United  States  is  a  powerful  nation,  it  is  useless  to  start  an  uprising. 
The  threat  is  also  directed  to  the  Japanese  people. 


This  is  why  you,  Chairman  Asukata,  are  correct  when  you  look  simultaneously 
at  withdrawal  of  American  troops  from  Okinawa  and  the  withdrawal  from  South 
Korea,  and  we  support  you  completely.  This  is  linked  to  the  common  struggle 
of  the  peoples  of  both  countries.  I  agree  in  joining  firmly  the  hands  of 
two  parties  from  here  on  and  adhering  to  independence  and  continuing  our 
common  struggle. 


Chairman  Asukata:  For  us,  there  are  three  things  to  struggle  for:  First, 
the  Fukuda  cabinet  is  allying  with  South  Korea  and  the  United  States,, 
and  it  has  given  support  to  "two  Koreas"  and  "cross-recognition.  This 
is  wrong.  (The  JSP)  is  appealing  within  and  outside  the  Diet  that 
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independent  peaceful  unification  is  right.  In  addition,  we  must  vigorously 
fight  to  get  the  United  States  to  withdraw  its  troops  from  Okinawa.  Even 
if  troops  are  withdrawn  from  the  South,  there  will  be  no  change  if  modern 

arms  remain  in  Okinawa. 

Our  second  struggle  is  to  assist  in  the  democratization  struggle  of  South 
Korea.  Our  difficulty  is  [knowing]  which  group  is  interested  m  democrati 
zation.  We  think  that  perhaps  there  are  Pak  Chong-hui  partisans  around,  too. 

Our  third  struggle  is  that  we  must  solidify  democratic  forces  in  the  world 
and  continue  our  support  for  the  unification  of  Korea.  One  way  of  doing 
this  is  by  making  success  of  the  "World  Conference  for  the  Independent  and 
Peaceful  Unification  of  Korea"  to  be  held  in  November.  We  must  solidify 
the  democratic  forces,  civilized  men  and  students  from  [all  over]  the  world. 
Since  our  party  is  a  member  of  the  Socialist  International,  we  will  continue 
to  maintain  our  correct  posture  even  within  this  organization.  At  the 
international  summit  conference  held  in  Tokyo  at  the  end  of  last  year, 
was  astounded  by  the  remark  made  by  [a  member  of]  one  Japanese  politics 
party:  "As  long  as  there  is  a  [threat]  of  North  Korea  advancing  into  South 

Korea,  Pak  Chong-hui  regime  is  inevitable,"  and  I  refuted  his  remark.  T  is 
is  our  struggle. 

Since  we  do  not  think  the  Fukuda  cabinet  will  be  reformed,  there  is  no  other 
recourse  but  to  topple  it  and  establish  a  reformist  coalition  government. 

In  the  area  of  rousing  public  opinion,  since  our  fishermen  are  able  to  catch 
fish  within  the  200-mile  boundary  through  your  concern,  Mr  President,  our 
fishermen  are  grateful.  They  also  have  begun  to  show  understanding  toward 
Korea’s  independent  and  peaceful  unification.  Thirty  thousand  fishermen 
and  their  families,  a  total  of  100,0.00  people,  have  been  saved.  This  had 
a  great  impact  on  public  opinion,  and  these  fishermen  will  serve  as 
"reinforcements"  in  our  struggle  against  U.S.  imperialism,  and  we  hope  that 
you  can  continue  to  give  us  your  support  even  after  30  June  It  will  bring 
happiness  to  fishermen  who  have  been  shut  out  by  the  Soviet  Union  and  the 

United  States. 

Pyongyang's  Children's  Art  Troupe  is  very  popular  [in  Japan].  We  hope  to 
have  your  support  for  this  kind  of  exchange  in  the  future. 

Problem  of  Fishery  Agreement  Was  Resolved 

President  Kim:  As  for  the  fishermen  issue,  I  believe  there  are  no  problems 
between  our  two  parties.  I  believe  it  would  be  good  to  talk  about  sue 
issues  as  an  extension  of  (the  tentative  fishing  agreement) .  Since  you 
attach  such  importance  to  [this  point],  we  too  will  give  the  matter  serious 
consideration.  .  It  will  not  be  difficult  because  this  tentative  agreem 
is  not  to  further  enrich  the  Japanese  [fishing]  monopoly,  but  it  is  a 
problem  concerning  small  fishermen  and  is  something  we  are  both  concerned 

with. 
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I  have  one  request  to  make.  You  people  must  educate  the  fishermen  not  to 
enter  the  military  boundary  line.  The  reason  why  we  are  intensifying  control 
is  that  we  are  confronting  American  imperialism,  as  well  as  Pak,  and  we 
cannot  help  but  take  this  measure.  As  you  are  aware,  there  was  the  Pueblo 
incident.  We  have  a  radar  network  so  if  [the  Pueblo  crew]  had  used  [their 
radar],  we  could  have  detected  it,  but  since  they  did  not  use  it  for  a  period 
of  1  month,  we  thought  that  it  was  a  fishing  vessel.  During  the  day  they 
were  40  to  50  nautical  miles  out  at  sea,  and  at  night  they  came  to  shore 
and  were  carrying  on  espionage  activities.  In  this  manner,  spy  ships  from 
the  South  enter  our  [territory]  as  fishing  boats,  and,  therefore,  it  is  a 
measure  we  must  take. 

Chairman  Asukata:  I  can  well  understand  the  situation.  Among  fishermen 
there  are  some  who  feel  that  perhaps  it  would  be  good  to  have  a  permit 
from  Chosen  Sorea  and  the  Socialist  Party. 

President  Kim:  Even  this  year  there  were  two  or  three  incidents  involving 
[fishing  boats]  entering  our  military  boundary  line.  If  that  is  the  case, 
don't  you  think  even  our  good  deeds  will  give  a  bad  impression? 

I  am  happy  that  the  Children's  Arts  Troupe  is  performing  well.  Since  this 
is  due  to  the  effort  of  democratic  people  in  Japan,  as  well  as  the  Socialist 
Party,  I  am  grateful. 

"Thanks"  to  Socialism — (At  the  Luncheon) 

President  Kim:  The  youths  who  were  involved  in  the  (Yodo  [phonetic]  ship 
incident)  are  vigorously  learning  and  working.  Right  now  they  are  ashamed 
that  they  had  done  wrong.  They  send  me  letters  also. 

Chairman  Asukata:  Do  you  get  together  with  your  grandchildren? 

President  Kim:  I  don't  live  with  my  grandchildren,  but  on  holidays  and 
days  off,  they  come  to  see  me.  When  I  am  with  them,  I  forget  about  other 
things  so  I  can  rest. 

Chairman  Asukata:  Are  the  Koreans  who  left  Japan  and  repatriated  doing 
fine? 

President  Kim:  (Citing  a  driver  and  a  blind  girl  as  an  example)  They  are 
working  very  hard  for  the  country  and  are  leading  a  happy  life.  They  say 
that  socialism  is  good  and  are  grateful  for  it. 

Question  from  the  delegation:  How  is  the  life  of  artists  in  your  country? 

President  Kim:  Because  their  work  is  like  that  of  a  heavy  laborer,  their 
life  is  fully  guaranteed.  Their  [artistic]  level  is  high  and  their  ideology 
is  also  high.  Art  under  socialism  is  the  life  of  the  people,  so  the  more 
improvement  there  is  in  people,  the  more  cheerful  will  art  become.  People 
do  not  lead  their  life  by  eating  and  working  alone;  they  also  have  artistic 
need.  Without  the  development  of  art,  perhaps  people  will  become  decadent.

[Text]  Pyongyang,  19  Sep  (KCNA)— Papers  here  17  September  carried  articles 
on  the  occasion  of  the  20th  anniversary  of  the  publication  "Against 
Passivism  and  Conservatism  in  Socialist  Construction,"  an  immortal  classic 
work  of  the  great  leader  Comrade  Kim  Il-song  (16  September  1958) . 

NODONG  SINMUN  said  in  its  article: 

This  work  made  public  by  the  great  leader  at  a  national  meeting  of  produc¬ 
tion  innovators  is  a  classic  work  which  propounded  the  original  idea  that 
the  revolution  must  be  continued  till  the  final  victory  of  the  revolutionary 
cause  of  chuche  after  the  victory  of  the  socialist  revolution;  it  carries 
an  enormous  significance  in  achieving  an  incessant  leap  and  innovation, 
smashing  passivism  and  conservatism,  the  main  obstacles  of  socialist 
construction. 

In  the  work  the  great  leader  declared  to  the  world  that  a  socialist  system 
free  from  exploitation  and  oppression  had  been  established  in  our  country 
and  gave  a  comprehensive  elucidation  of  strategic  tasks  for  achieving  the 
complete  victory  of  socialism  and  the  policy  and  concrete  tasks  and  ways 
for  their  fulfillment. 

He,  to  begin  with,  gave  an  original  exposition  of  the  strategic  tasks  of 
the  continued  revolution  after  the  victory  of  the  socialist  revolution 
and  its  main  content.

He  also  taught  that  another  important  point  of  this  movement  is  to  strengthen 
creative  cooperation  between  the  workers  and  technicians  and  intensify  the 
struggle  against  conservatism  and  passivism.  In  this  he  gave  an  all-round 
analysis  of  the  essence  of  conservatism  and  its  ideological  origin  and 
indicated  detailed  ways  for  shattering  it  and  effecting  constant  innova¬ 
tions  . 

This  classic  work  of  the  great  leader,  says  the  article,  is  a  programmatic 
work  which  clearly  indicated  to  our  people  the  inevitability  and  strategic 
tasks  and  ways  of  the  continued  revolution  after  the  victory  of  the  socialist 
revolution  and  an  immortal  classic  work  that  showed  a  straight  path  along

[Text]  The  necessary  task  of  thoroughly  establishing  measures  for  preventing 
rain  and  wind  damage  stands  out  as  an  important  one  facing  our  party  members 
and  working  people  who  are  progresssing  and  bringing  about  new  innovations 
every  day  in  the  "100-day  battle"  to  greet  as  a  great  festival  of  victors 
the  30th  anniversary  of  the  founding  of  the  republic.

The  monsoon  may  strike  in  July  and  August  as  before,  an  un¬ 
timely  cloudburst  may  pour  down,  or  a  strong  wind  may  sweep  in. 

Such  unfavorable  weather  can  have  a  bad  effect  on  hard-raised  crops  and  can 
present  many  obstacles  to  extractive  industries  and  processing  industries  as 
well  as  to  construction  and  transportation  development. 


Therefore,  thoroughly  establishing  measures  for  preventing  ram  and  wind  dam¬ 
age  ahead  of  time  is  a  reliable  guarantee  which  regularizes  production  regard¬ 
less  of  any  severe  change  in  the  summer  climate  and  becomes  a  very  important 
and  urgent  task  to  which  our  working  people  and  guidance  functionaries,  w  o 
are  fighting  strongly  for  victory  in  the  "100-day  battle,  must  devote  their 

concern. 

Today  the  scale  of  the  people's  economy  is  growing  incomparably  and  produc¬ 
tion  relations  between  sectors  of  the  economy  have  become  very  complex. 

Under  such  conditions,  if  only  one  sector  or  one  link  suffers  even  slight 
damage,  it  immediately  has  a  great  effect  on  the  overall  development  of 
*  people's  economy,  not  to  mention  the  related  sectors. 

Thus,  furthering  preparation  for  production  and  establishing  measures  for 
preventing  rain  and  wind  damage  ahead  of  time  become  responsible  work  which 
cannot  be  done  carelessly  in  any  sector  or  unit. 

Our  party  members  and  working  people  must  establish  sure  measures  to  prevent 
rain  and  wind  damage  ahead  of  time  and  bring  about  endless  upsurges  m  pro¬ 
duction  and  construction. 

The  most  important  thing  is  that  the  functionaries  and  working  people  do  in 
a  revolutionary  manner,  and  with  a  consciousness  of  mastery,  the  work  whic 

arises. 

The  success  of  all  work  is  determined  by  the  high  consciousness  and  creative 
activity  of  the  people  responsible. 

inasmuch  as  the  work  to  set  up  measures  for  preventing  rain  and  wind  damage 
must  be  done  in  a  short  time  simultaneously  with  strained  production  relations 
and  agricultural  cropping,  success  can  only  be  achieved  when  everyone  is 
mobilized  as  one  to  struggle  fiercely. 

The  functionaries  and  working  people  must  correctly  understand  the  signifi¬ 
cance  and  importance  which  the  work  to  prevent  ram  and  wind  damage  carries, 
participate  in  the  work  as  masters  and  passionately  carry  out  the  tasks 

which  arise. 

In  particular,  functionaries  must  inspect  each  and  every  field,  facility, 
and  piece  of  equipment  of  their  units  and  completely  investigate  and  control 
1  those  which  may  be  subject  to  rain  and  wind  damage.  Then,  based  on  this, 
they  must  eliminate  any  instance  where  one  crop  plant,  one  gram  o  raw 
material  or  material  or  one  piece  of  machinery  or  equipment  might  become 
uesless  by  gathering  and  combining  intellectual  capability  to  setup  forward 
action  measures  and  relate  them  with  current  production  so  as  to  push  for 
aggressively. 
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One  important  sector  which  must  be  emphasized  in  relation  to  the  work  for 
preventing  rain  and  wind  damage  is  the  extractive  industry  sector. 

As  the  first  process  of  the  industries  based  on  nature,  the  extractive  in¬ 
dustries  are  more  subject  to  seasonal  influences  than  any  other  sector. 

This  sector  must  make  preparation  for  monsoon  season  production  thoroughly  if 
it  is  to  emphasize  tunneling  and  stripping  and  increase  the  production  of 
coal  and  ore,  enabling  itself  to  unceasingly  and  smoothly  provide  raw  ma¬ 
terials  and  fuel  to  the  various  sectors. 

Coal  mines  and  mines  must  first  quickly  finish  the  construction  and  maintenance 
of  pump  stations  and  water  storage  holes  in  the  tunnels  and  repair  such  water 
removing  equipment  as  pumps  properly  to  greatly  increase  their  removal  ca¬ 
pacity,  and  they  must  finish  as  quickly  as  possible  water  ditch  repair,  along 
with  water  drainage  tunneling,  river  bank  maintenance  and  retaining  wall 
construction. 

In  particular,  open-pit  excavation  sites  must  further  road  maintenance,  water 
drainage  excavation  and  the  work  of  surface  dirt  burying,  and  properly  do 
the  work  of  preparing  reserve  excavation  sites  and  maintaining  excavation 
benches. 

Thoroughly  establishing  measures  for  preventing  rain  and  wind  damage  stands 
out  as  a  particularly  important  problem  in  the  agricultural  sector. 

Great  success  has  already  been  achieved  by  the  rural  economy  sector  in  the 
first  struggle  for  the  realization  of  the  8.8  million  ton  food  grain  crop 
under  the  wise  leadership  of  the  great  leader  Comrade  Kim  Il-song. 

The  whole  party,  the  military  and  the  entire  people  persisted  to  successful¬ 
ly  overcome  the  effect  of  severe  drought,  and  after  achieving  the  comple¬ 
tion  of  rice  transplanting  and  corn  planting  with  unprecedented  quickness, 
rice  and  corn  plants  are  covering  the  furrows  and  growing  green  and  fresh. 

Now  the  splendid  success  of  this  year’s  farming  depends  largely  on  how  we 
carry  out  the  struggle  for  preventing  rain  and  wind  damage,  along  with 
weeding . 

Rural  economy  sector  functionaries  and  agricultural  workers  must  set  up  all 
the  necessary  measures  so  that  crops  will  not  suffer  the  slightest  damage, 
no  matter  how  fierce  a  wind  may  blow. 

In  order  to  do  this,  they  must  properly  repair  water  drainage  and  irriga¬ 
tion  facilities  such  as  standing  water  removal  pump  stations  and  drainage 
gates  so  that  they  can  be  used  immediately  at  any  time,  and  they  must  main 
tain  and  strengthen  weak  parts  of  river  levees  and  coastal  dikes. 


Furthermore,  they  must  make  proper  preparations  ahead  of  time  to  catch  much 
water  in  large  and  small  water  tanks. 

Along  with  this,  they  must  also  thoroughly  set  up  such  measures  as  digging 
water  ditches  in  fields  and  building  stone  walls,  as  well  as  setting  up  sup¬ 
ports  so  that  fruit  trees  and  crops  do  not  fall  over  in  rain  and  wind,  and 
they  must  use  straw  ropes. 

Thus,  they  must  eliminate  any  instance  of  the  loss  of  even  one  pyong  of  land 

*  or  one  grain  plant,  no  matter  how  heavy  a  rain  may  pour  or  how  strong  a  wind 

may  blow. 

*  In  addition,  the  various  sectors  of  the  people's  economy  such  as  the  con¬ 
struction  sector  and  the  chemical  industry,  transportation  and  light  industry 
sectors  must  also  concretely  plan  and  organize  work  so  that  they  can  regular¬ 
ize  production,  construction  and  transportation  work  in  the  monsoon  season 
and  keep  valuable  equipment  and  raw  materials  from  suffering  rain  and  wind 
damage. 

In  order  to  do  proper  and  substantial  work  for  preventing  rain  and  wind 
damage,  it  is  important  that  guidance  functionaries  carry  out  organization 
political  work  with  spirit. 

The  great  leader  has  taught:

[Text]  People's  Korea  is  celebrating  its  30th  anniversary.  On  9  September  1948 
a  new  state  appeared  on  the  map  of  the  world — the  DPRK.  As  a  result  a  firm 
base  was  created  in  the  north  of  the  country  for  the  consolidation  of  the 
forces  advocating  the  achievement  of  unity  of  the  motherland  on  a  peaceful 
democratic  basis.  The  Korean  people's  creative  forces  were  awakened  by 
embarking  on  the  path  of  socialist  development.  At  the  same  time  the 
selfless  international  support  of  the  Soviet  Union  and  the  other  socialist 
states  helped  the  Korean  people  to  surmount  many  difficulties  and  to  achieve 
great  successes. 

Compared  with  1946  the  volume  of  industrial  output  has  increased  57.5  times, 
grain  production  has  quadrupled  and  per  capita  national  income  has  increased 
more  than  ninefold.  For  instance.  North  Pyongang  Province,  where  before 
the  country's  liberation  there  were  just  a  few  plants  producing  agricultural 
implements,  is  being  transformed  into  a  major  base  for  DPRK  machine  building. 
Along  with  small  enterprises,  plants  equipped  with  modern  technology  such 
as  the  Nagwon  and  Pukchung  machine-building  plants  and  the  Kusonp  machine 
tool  building  plant,  which  are — rightly — the  price  of  the  republic's 
economy,  now  operate  there. 

In  this  jubilee  year  the  DPRK  working  people  have  wholeheartedly  supported 
the  Korean  Workers  Party's  call  for  a  100-day  labor  vigil  to  greet  the 
significant  event  in  the  country's  life  with  new  successes.  The  workers 
of  the  Komdok  Mine,  the  Nagwon  Machine-building  Plant  and  many  other 
enterprises  have  adopted  honor  pledges  to  work  in  a  shock  fashion  and  to 
fulfill  the  production  plans  for  the  year  6  weeks  ahead  of  schedule.  The 
industrial  enterprises  producing  agricultural  equipment  are  overfulfilling 
the  plan  targets.  In  the  spring  2.3  times  more  rice-planting  machines  and 
4.2  times  more  artificial  irrigation  units  were  supplied  to  rural  working 
people  than  last  year.  Great  efforts  are  being  made  to  improve  and  develop 
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the  system  of  hydroengineering  installations.  The  total  length  of  irriga¬ 
tion  canals  has  now  reached  almost  40,000  km.  The  technical  standards  of 
irrigation  construction  are  rising.  Comprehensive  mechanized  detachments 
with  modern  excavation  equipment  and  specialized  construction  trusts  have 
emerged . 

Unp ' a-ho  reservoir,  the  biggest  in  the  republic  which  was  constructed  in  a 
short  time — just  a  little  more  than  3  years — has  considerably  expanded  the 
rice  cultivation  zone.  It  will  also  contribute  to  opening  up  the  saline 
lands  of  the  west  coast.  Through  their  selfless  labor  the  rural  cooperative 
workers  of  people's  Korea  are  creating  the  preconditions  for  solving  the 
task  set  by  the  party — gathering  a  record  grain  harvest  of  8.8  million  tons 
in  the  year  of  the  DPRK's  30th  anniversary.
